Mr. Shelton wa* educated at 
Bethel College, Kentucky, and upon 
bis graduation was ordained Into the 
ministry. Be was (or a time the pastor 
of the Baptist church at Mt. Wasblng- 
ton, Ky , and later served at Dalton 
Ga , and Fulton, Mo. Be next engag. 
ed In evangelistic work In Kansas City, 
Mo., and served tbara until tha first of 
this year, when be acceded the call to 
the North Edgefield Baptist church 
Mr. Shelton was one of the best be 
loved minister* of the Baptist church 
and wa* universally popular wharaver 
be was called. He wa* a man of the 
highest charactar and Intelllgeoce and 
gave hi* IK* to hi* work. Be had a 
host of friend* throughout Kentucky, 
Missouri and Teoneaeee and hi* death 
will cause a profound sorrow. 

Mr. Shelton married Miss Battle 
Bass, of Wilson county, this State. HI* 
wife and only child, Albert, survive 
him.
